KHARKOV DRIVE 
UNCHECKED AS 
REDS SWEEP ON 


By HENRY C. CASSIDY 
Moscow, Aug. ll (AP)—The Red 
Army Ls rolling on unchecked In I ta 
twin drives toward the Ukrainian 
city of Kharkov and Bryansk to the 
north, capturing village after village 
and inflicting heavy losses on the 
retreating Germans, tile Russians 
declared today. 
With Kharkov pocketed on three 
aides by a five-pronged drive, an­ 
other Russian column has bitten 
deep into the rich Russian grain ter­ 
ritory and Is only 14 miles from 
Slimy and 190 miles east of the cap­ 
ital city of Kiev, a Soviet commu­ 
nique disclosed. 
Take 70 Village* 
Sumy, 
an 
im portant 
railroad 
point, is located some 90 miles 
northwest of Kharkov on the line 
linking the steel center with the 
Oerman base at Bryansk. 
The Russians announced that their 
forces advancing toward Bryansk 
along the railway from Orel had 
captured a railway town 45 miles 
east of the city. 
Seventy towns and village* were 
reported captured by the Russians 
in the Kharkov sector and 30 more 
in the Bryansk area as the Red 
Army marked up important gains Jn 
a general advance along the entire 
active front almost 300 miles In 
length. 
Drive On Bryansk 
One of the five Russian columns 
threatening Kharkov lias captured 
Latino, 12 miles north. 
A second 
was reported 30 miles due west and 
a third 45 miles northwest. Another 
force has stormed across the upper 
Donets river and is within 20 miles 
of the city on the east, while a fifth 
is 25 miles due east, the Russian 
communique declared. 
The drive on Bryansk, another 
vital base for Oerman operations in 
Russia, was still in its early stages. 
As yet there were no indications of 
the development of an encircling 
movement such as marked the cap­ 
ture of Orel from which the advance 
was launched a week ago. 
Never­ 
theless, the Red Army was making 
rapid progress, having covered more 
than half the distance from Orel. 
Activity on other fronts was lim­ 
ited largely to reconnaissance, the 
Soviet vrar bulletin said.

There have been many recent re­ 
ports that Italy is being reinforced 
with German troops and munitions, 
and lf this is the case probably much 
of these reinforcements are flowing 
through Nuernberg.

WFA MAY BUY 
COMMODITIES 
TO HOLD PRICE

Washington, Aug. ll (AP)—Asso­ 
ciates of Food Administrator Mervin 
Jones said today it may become 
necessary for the W ar Food Admin­ 
istration (WFA) to buy more com­ 
modities to assure farmer* ample 
prices, although they discounted re­ 
ports that the government planned 
to buy and re-sell Hie entire food 
supply. 
Advancing production cost* and 
the elimination of AAA benefit pay­ 
ments by Congress may make it 
advisable, these officials said, for 
the government to raise its price 
supports or minimum price guaran­ 
tee on a number of farm products. 
Such increases ordinarily would 
involve corresponding advances in 
ceiling prices. But the Administra­ 
tion has expressed determination to 
hold the line on food prices and 
where possible to reduce them. 
Involve* Lo** to V. S. 
Where advanced farmer support 
prices were out of line with ceiling 
prices, the government would pur­ 
chase the commodities and re-sell to 
distributors at prices in line with 
ceilings. Such operations would in­ 
volve losses to the government.

els above ceilings. 
They ii .elude 
peanuts for processing into vege­ 
table oil, the major canning crops, 
sugar beets .fluid milk in some cities, 
and cheese. 
Officials said, however, that they 
believe it will be necessary to sup­ 
port only a portion of the farm 
commodities at levels which would 
involve government purchase and 
resale at a loss. Commodities likely 
to fall into this category were list­ 
ed as eggs, poultry’, all dairy prod­ 
ucts, vegetable oil crops, and vege­ 
tables for processing.

Second Pipe Line Nears 
Completion; "Little Big 


Inch" Is Crossing County

Seated under gaily colored para­ 
sols to keep away the rays of the 
hot August sun, members of the 
welding crew of the Oklahoma Con­ 
tracting company today were en­ 
gaged in putting together the pieces 
of the “Little Big Inch” between 
Biglerville and Table Rock. 
Tile workmen on the slim pipe­ 
line—3.000 miles long by 20 inches 
wide, have passed 
the half-way 
mark in placing the oil line across 
Adams county. 
Other crews in 
other sections of the country are 
engaged a t the same time in piec­ 
ing together the sections of the line 
designed to ease the distribution of 
petroleum products from the oil 
fields of Texas to the waiting en­ 
gines of war in the eastern United 
States. 
The new line is going dowm be­ 
side the Big Inch. 24-inch pipe line 
recently completed for most of its 
length across the country, from the 
same Texas oil fields to Philadel­ 
phia. Crude oil, precious life blood 
of the cars, trucks, and engines 
needed to transport a nation at war 
and needed to keep moving the 
engines th at turn the machines for 
war production, is surging slowly 
through the Big Inch from Texas, 
soon to Arrive in Pennsylvania, the 
first of a constant flow of oil that 
will gush 300.000 barrels a day, 
across the continent to the east. 
Welders Near Biglerville 
The big machines that dug the 
trench for the Big Inch and then 
buried it two feet underground, are 
digging another trench beside the 
first to be the home of the Little 
Big Inch. 
The Little Big Inch has been 
welded together and buried under­ 
ground as far as the Biglerville- 
Gettysburg road just south of Big­ 
lerville. 
The line is being laid for 
the most part about six to ten feet 
from its “sister” line. 
In some 
places where rock and other earth 
formations prevent the pipe line 
from being laid so close to the Big 
Inch the new line may be 25 feet 
or more from the first pipe line. 
Problems In Hills 
Workmen on the line are Anding 
easy going across the fertile central 
section of Adams county, as they 
did while laying the first pipe. 
Biggest engineering problems come

pumping station near Chambers­ 
burg boosts the oil and gasoline 
over the tops of the m ountains on 
its way to Philadelphia. 
Finish By Sept. I 
The pipe is being iaid in sections 
with

Franklin, through Adams to York 
county being laid by the Oklahoma 
Contracting company being one of 
the longer sections. 
Each of the 
sections is being completed a t the 
same time so that all that will be 
necessary at the conclusion of the 
work on the sections will be to weld 
them all together and the line will 
be ready for service. 
The pipe line crew engaged in 
placing the second line across the 
county expects to reach the York 
county line near East Berlin by the 
end of this month. 
Work on the 
second section began as soon as the 
work on the first pipe line was 
finished.

RADIO 
PROGRAMS 


New York, Au*. II (AP)—Despite 
a shortage of tubes the grr at major­ 
ity of the county’s 60 million civilian 
radio sets in 31 million homes still 
function and there is no immediate 
prospect of a serious reduction in 
the number of radio listeners, au­ 
thorities said today. 
Tile statement was matte in con­ 
nection with another of the recur­ 
rent reports of parts shortages—re­ 
ports that have arisen ever since 
the radio manufacturing industry 
went on virtual complete war pro­ 
duction. 
Dr. O. H. Caldwell, chairman of 
the war committee on replacement 
parts for civilian radios, estimated 
that radio sets now out of operation 
due to the need of repairs had re­ 
duced the listening audience by two 
per cent. 
But present indications 
are, he said, that tubes for civilian 
radios soon will be available at the 
rate of about two millions a month, 
compared to 35 millions a year In 
pre-war days.
